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1. ‘the real intentions of the Chinese Communists regarding North Korea are diffi-e 
cult to determine, ‘The action so far has been directed by either Peining or 
Moseew, The nossibilities are as follows: 


a. If clone caecided to intervene, the Communists probably intend only a 
defonsive action to nrotect electric paver supplics for Manchuria, and 
may Dlan to hold only a narrov buffer arca, Because of the Communist 
econorrie situation and air vulncrability, hovever, entering the war on 
their om initiative seems unlikely. 


b. If Moscow ordered Chinese darticinetion, »robably the Sovicts rave some 
assurance that intorvontion was >art of Sovict overall stratery and 
follows the Indochina cold war vattern. Since Chinese units arc not 
used under their om identification and aid so far is »aralicl to the 
Indochina arrangenent, aor,arently the Communists will continue somieove:'t 
cold war tactics. This may include an atternt to drive United Nations 
(Uk) forees back to the 3$th Psratiiel. 


ce If the-Soviets are ready to strike in Gurose, intervention in North 
Korea may initiate World “ar III. 


2o At oresent the Chinese Communist nolicy of military sup ort without oficial 
entry into conflict and of all aid to Korea and Indochina short of a declaration 
of war anoears most orofitable and Likely to continue witil an actual world war 
bercins. 


3, Doth the Chinese Communists anc Vationalists consider the Tibetan matter intemal 
only. Communist forces cormitted are small but sufficient to oecuvy all Tibet. 
the invasion may be an indication that the Com wnists are exmectine a world war 
and are nrcparine to orotect es west flan and assunc a poo xosition for an 
invacion of Incia, 4f the stratocvic situation ILLS « 
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bo “Uxtensive aid within a cold war framework, gradually intensifying to 
induce the commitment ef more UN forces in the Far “ast, followed by 
a Soviet strike in Europe, opening a world war. 
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
